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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to the claims which requires the addition of an add creates a new issue for at least two 
reasons. First, the previously presented claims required the 'optional* addition of a mineral acid (previously presented claim 19). The 
claims did not require the addition of an acid. Second, the previously presented claims referred to "mineral acids" whereas the presently 
presented claims refer to acids in general. 
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
